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At a tense House Judiciary Com- 
mittee hearing, Capitol Hill’s rank- 
ing Black lawmaker angrily warned, 
“Mr. Chairman, we cannot permit 
these firebombings to continue.” 

Congressional Black Caucus Chair- 
man Donald H. Payne of New Jer- 
sey minced no words in deploring 
the federal government’s failure to 
curb firebombings of Black churches, 
particularly in the southeastern part 
of the country. 

In five years, more than 45 houses 
of worship have been torched and 
burned to the ground with little 
prosecution. 

“Most of us thought that the most 
brutal of these historic abuses were 
over,” continued the Congressman. 
“And that the nation had shifted to

more subtle means 
of racial intimida- 
tion and oppression.” 
It had taken 
weeks for Detroit 
Rep. John Conyers, 
a member of the 
committee’s Dem- 
ocratic minority, to 
arrange such a 
hearing and only with the coopera- 
tion of GOP Chairman Rep. Henry 
Hyde. 

Conyers said that the committee 
“needed to stop wasting its time hold- 
ing hearings on such topics as school 
busing and ways to end affirmative 
action, further demonstrating hostil- 
ity to ending discrimination.” 

Scores of ministers, church work- 
ers and civil rights officials who 
traveled to Washington to demand 
action got a firsthand glimpse of the 
political realities. 

Refusing to discuss the delay and 
apathy surrounding the civil rights 
issue, Chairman Hyde quipped, “Just 
because you’re not emotionally de- 
monstrative doesn’t mean you’re not 
taking this deadly serious.”

fied that there was no sign of a wide- 
spread conspiracy to bum Black 
churches in the South. Assistant 
Attorney Gen. Deval Patrick, who 
heads the department’s civil rights 
division, described the fires as “an 
epidemic of terror” and called on 
Congress to examine two federal 
statutes that make prosecuting a 
single arsonist difficult. 

Dr. Joseph Lowery, SCLC head 
and chair of the 18-member Na- 
tional Black Leadership Forum, 
challenged, “We have been shocked

as a nation at the rise of hate 
groups and right-wing terror- 
ists that have bombed federal 
buildings and militia groups 
that pose serious threats to 
democracy. We have down- 
sized the racist nature of 
these groups.”

Art Dealer Thurlow Tibbs Donates Major Collection 
Of African-American Art To Corcoran Gallery In D»C

The Corcoran Gallery of Art re- 
cently held a ceremony to accept a 
donation-estimated to be worth 
between $l-$2 million-from Thur- 
low Evans Tibbs, Jr. of the nationally 
recognized Evans-Tibbs Collection 
and its archives of African-American 
art. 

The collection, which will be housed 
at the Washington, D.C., gallery, is the 
largest and most important group of 
historic American art and reference 
materials to be donated to the Corco- 
ran in nearly 50 years. 


“The addition of this most im- 
portant collection will give new 
depth to the Corcoran’s Ameri- 
can Art holdings and immea- 
surably strengthen our com- 
mitment to the full and diverse 
breadth of American Art,” said 
the Corcoran’s President and 
Director Dr. David C. Levy. 

“I believe that Thurlow Tibbs, 
whose generosity makes this 
gift possible, has understood 
and enhanced the Corcoran’s 
mission as a museum whose 
focus is strongly on this city 
and region, as well as the na- 
tional and international art 
worlds,” he added.

National Park Service To 
Take Over Management 
Of Rev* King's Tomb

The family of the 
late Rev. Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. 
recently agreed to 
turn over manage- 
ment of the civil 
rights leader’s tomb 
| to the National 
Park Service. 
“This is an im- 
portant step in the continuing de- 
velopment of the historic site, and 
particularly, of The King Center,” 
said Dexter Scott King, president 
of the King Center. “It will pro- 
vide the historic site greater con- 
tinuity in its visitor programs while 
giving The King Center an oppor- 
tunity to focus on strengthening 
our primary objective to further 
develop the King Library Archives.” 
The park service, which has con- 
ducted tours of the King property 
for 12 years, will take over tours of 


the tomb as well as the Freedom Hall 
exhibit building prior to the com- 
mencement of the Olympics, when 
officials expect approximately 100,000 
visitors a day. 

Even though the park service will 
be conducting the tours, the King 
family will maintain ownership of 
Freedom Hall and the tomb. 

The King Center, which has been 
downsizing its staff as it copes with 
financial problems, will also turn over 
control of a $534,000 federal grant 
used to maintain the sites, said Troy 
Lissimore, park manager for the Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. National Historic 
Site. 

The park service is scheduled to 
open an $11.8 million visitors center 
with the King theme across from the 
King Center later this month. It 
already conducts tours of King’s 
birthplace and the surrounding 
neighborhood. Last year, the King 
family banished the park service 
from the King birth home during a 
dispute, but the conflict was later 
resolved.

Black, Native American High School Students Denied 
Diplomas For Wearing Ethnic Dress At Graduation 


Two Black high school students 
in Muskogee, OK, who wore a multi- 
colored African tribal cloth with 
their graduation gowns and an 
American Indian who hung an eagle 
feather from her mortarboard were 
recently denied their diplomas. 

The school district said they vio- 
lated a policy against wearing ethnic 
symbols at graduation. 

The district is withholding their 
Muskogee High School diplomas and 
transcripts until they complete 25 
days in summer school as punish- 
ment. 

“I’m not going to be defined by the 
White man anymore,” said Danaj 
Battese Trudell, an American Indian. 

Trudell and the two other stu- 
dents, Garrica Johnson and Sydney 


Watts, are seeking the American 
Civil Liberties Union’s (ACLU) help. 

“We do feel these young ladies 
have had their rights violated,” said 
ACLU lawyer C.S. Thornton, who 
plans to meet with the students and 
the district. 

A Muskogee Schools spokeswoman 
said the school board approved the 
dress code May 14 to restore dignity 
to a ceremony that had taken on “a 
carnival quality.” Students partici- 
pating in the recent graduation cere- 
mony were required to sign a state- 
ment saying they understood the 
dress code. 

Approximately 30 percent of the 
high school is Black, and 16 percent 
is Indian. Nearly 300 seniors partici- 
pated in the graduation ceremony. 


Fewer Than Half In U»S» Understand Basic Science: Survey 


Less than half of American adults 
received high marks on a survey that 
asks questions about basic scientific 
knowledge. 

Only about 5 percent of American 
adults got passing grades in a 
National Science Foundation survey 
geared toward finding out what peo- 
ple know about basic science and 
economics. 

The survey of 2,006 randomly se- 
lected adults was carried out last 
October by the Chicago Academy of 
Sciences for the science foundation. 

Only 27 percent of Americans sur- 
veyed could answer seven or more 


questions of the 10-part quiz testing 
scientific understanding. 

Less than half of those surveyed 
understood basic scientific facts like 
the Earth rotates the sun yearly. 

The worst showing came when 
those surveyed were asked to define 
scientific terms. Only about 9 percent 
could define a molecule and only 21 
percent could explain the definition 
ofDNA. 

Despite a fundamental lack of un- 
derstanding, the survey found that 
72 percent of American adults be- 
lieved science research was worth- 
while.

Man Who Forced Woman To Jump To Her Death In 
Detroit River Sentenced To 16-40 Years 


A man who flew into a 
rage after a fender-bender 
accident, beating a woman 
and forcing her to jump 
from a bridge to her death, 
was sentenced to 16 to 40 
years in prison. 

Martell Welch, Jr., 20, a- 
pologized to Deletha Word’s 
family, but he insisted that 
he didn’t cause her death last August. 

Judge Jeffrey Collins told Welch: 
“You treated Ms. Word like a piece of 
garbage. At some point during this 
nightmare, I would have expected 
his humanitarian spirit to kick in.” 
Welch, who was convicted of sec- 
ond degree murder (Jet, May 20), 
could have faced life in prison. 


Witnesses said Welch 
flew into a rage after he and 
Word had a minor accident 
on Detroit’s Belle Isle island 
park. He dragged her out of 
her car, ripped her clothes 
off and slammed her head a- 
gainst his car. 

Ms. Word, 33, climbed over 
the railing of a bridge and 
jumped as he came after her with a 
carjack. 

Initial police reports said specta- 
tors cheered during the attack. But 
police later denied that report. 

The defense argued that Word 
used the hallucinogenic drug PCP 
and that her death was an accident 
or a suicide.

June 6, 1939 — 

* Marian Wright Edelman, president of the 
Children’s Defense Fund, lawyer, and civil rights act- 
ivist, was bom on this day in Bennettsville, SC. Ms. 
Edelman, a graduate of Spelman College and Yale 
Law School, was the first Black woman admitted to 
the Mississippi Bar. She directed the NAACP Legal 
Defense Fund in the mid-60s, and she later founded 
the Washington, D.C.-based Children’s Defense Fund, 
which advocates on the behalf of children. 

June 7 , 1892 — 

On this day, the coachman of a Louisiana train 
ordered a passenger to vacate his first-class seat and move to the segre- 
gated “colored” car. Homer Plessy refused and was arrested under the 
Louisiana Separate Car Act of the 1890s. He maintained his innocence 
up to the Supreme Court. In the infamous case Plessy vs. Ferguson , the 
1896 court’s opinion gave an interpretation of the 14th Amendment. 
This interpretation gave a green light to the multitude of Jim Crow laws 
which were passed by Southern legislatures following the Reconstruc- 
tion period. (Jim Crow laws segregated Whites and Blacks, thus further 
instituting discrimination and prejudice.) While the 14th Amendment 
guaranteed all Americans, including Blacks, equal rights, the court 
ruled that it did not prohibit segregation. As a result of this ruling, 
the Supreme Court, with only Justice John Marshall Harlan dis- 
senting, gave its approval to the fateful phrase “separate but equal.” 

June 7 , 1917 — 

► Gwendolyn Brooks, poet and author, was bom 
on this day in Topeka, KS. Ms. Brooks was the first 
Black American to win a Pulitzer Prize. She received the 
award in 1950 for Annie Allen, her second collection of 
poetry which focuses on the experiences of a Black girl 
coming up in America during World War II. Ms. Brooks, 
who has taught poetry at numerous colleges and univer- 
sities, has more than 70 honorary degrees and has been 
the poet laureate of Illinois since 1968.

Homeless Student, 18, Who Studied On The 
Subway Gets Scholarship To Cornell University 


For 18-year-old Camara Barrett, 
his ticket to ride the subway landed 
him a scholarship to Cornell Univer- 
sity. 

The homeless New York City 
youth said he decided that education 
would be his ticket out of poverty. So 
after classes at Thomas Jefferson 
High School in Brooklyn, he rode the 
No. 3 train for four days and four 
nights to study for the SAT exam. 

He recently earned free passage 
as a pre-med student at Cornell Uni- 
versity in New York. 

“I made up my mind to do it. I 
knew personally that that was my 
ticket,” Barrett said in the New York 
Post.

With an SAT score of 1,140 and 
acceptance to eight universities, 
Barrett chose Cornell. 

The high school valedictorian and 
editor of his high school newspaper 
received a $4,000 scholarship from 
the United Federation of Teachers 
and two $500 scholarships. 

Barrett, who recently immigrated 
from Jamaica, said he had to leave 
home after his mother became abu- 
sive. He was in and out of shelters, 
but he found it easier to study on the 
subway.

More Than 500 Die On Sunken Tanzanian Ferry 


More than 500 passengers and 
crew members recently drowned when 
a ferry hit a rock and sank in Lake 
Victoria, near Tanzania in Africa. 

About 81 survivors were pulled 
from the water by people in passing 
ships and another ferry, and 21 bodies 
were recovered. A total of 441 passen- 
gers were listed as being aboard the 
ferry, officials said. However, survivors 
said the figure was closer to 600. 

Many of the passengers were 
teenage students who were return- 
ing home from the school term, sur- 


vivors said. 

One man said the ship was over- 
crowded. 

“There was no proper procedure 
for ticketing,” the man, identified only 
as Chacha, said. 

The ferry was traveling from Bukoba 
to Mwanza, a distance of about 110 
miles. Mwanza is Tanzania’s most im- 
portant port on Lake Victoria. It han- 
dles the cotton, tea and coffee grown 
in the fertile western part of the coun- 
try. A Mwanza official said the acci- 
dent is still being investigated.

Pentagon Puzzled By 
Blacks' Lack Of Interest 
In Joining The Military 

Pentagon officials are baffled by 
results of a recent study which re- 
vealed that young Black males’ in- 
terest in joining the military is at its 
lowest since they began tracking it 
21 years ago. 

In Pentagon surveys of 16- to 21- 
year-olds, the percentage of Black 
males who expressed interest in en- 
listing in any branch of the armed 
forces plunged from 54 percent in 
1989 to 32 percent last year. 

Alan Gropman, a military historian 
who is leading a study of the matter, 
said Black youths are finding opportu- 
nities in the civilian job market. 


But Pentagon surveys find that 
Blacks are still more likely to look to 
military service than Whites. 

Blacks currently make up 22 per- 
cent of the enlisted ranks and 8 per- 
cent of the officers. 

The Pentagon increased advertis- 
ing by $89 million last year, and Con- 
gress added an additional $31 million 
to entice Blacks into the armed forces. 

The extra advertising appears to 
have helped somewhat because the 
Pentagon’s 1995 attitude survey show- 
ed 32 percent of Black youths indi- 
cated interest in joining, the same as 
the previous year. 

Among White males, the interest 
increased from 22 percent to 23 per- 
cent. The level of interest among all 
youths, however, is far below levels 
of earlier years.

T he rise to star status isn’t always 
as glamorous as many would en- 
vision. Actors James Earl Jones, 
Halle Berry and Danny Glover, sing- 
ers Teddy Pendergrass and Seal and 
basketball player Mahmoud Abdul- 
Rauf are just a few celebrities who 
have overcome obstacles in their per- 
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ed page has often been considered a 
stutterer’s salvation and for Jones it 
became just that. 

“You keep the stuttering under 
control because you have a script,” 
he explained in Parade Magazine. 

“In real life, I just try to get 
through the day or through the con- 
versation. I’m not good in talk-show 
interviews. I will think of something 
that might be brilliant to say, and I 
can’t get it worded,” Jones revealed. 

In A Family Thing, Jones’ most 
recent film, he, for the first time, 
portrays a character who stutters 
(Jet, April 1). According to Jones, 
during one of the first readings of 
the script, his stuttering slipped out 
and the film’s director, Richard 
Pearce, suggested that it be a part of 
his character’s vulnerability. 

“I agreed, as long as it wouldn’t be 
played to make fun of the stutterer,” 
Jones said about his character Ray 
Murdock, a Black policeman who 
discovers he has a White half brother. 

Teddy Pendergrass was on top of 
the music world as one of the sexiest, 
most popular male soul singers of 
the ’70s. But, in 1982, a tragic acci- 
dent changed his life. 

Pendergrass’ Rolls-Royce jumped 
the center divider on a dark curve 
and smashed into a tree. He was left 
paralyzed. Then, in 1986, tragedy 
struck again when he was involved 
in another accident when his spe- 
cially equipped van hit a utility pole. 

In the face of such tragedy, Pen- 
dergrass continued to sing. During 
the last five years, the soul balladeer

has recorded four albums that have 
all reached gold, and he has earned 
eight Grammy Award nominations 
including one for the 1987 hit single 
Joy. 

In March of this year, Pendergrass 
returned to the stage in Vinette 
Carroll’s gospel musical Your Arms 
Too Short To Box With God (Jet, 
March 25). 

“It’s a wonderful way to start the 
beginning-this journey again-and 
to do it by giving thanks and praise 
to Jesus,” Pendergrass told Jet about 
his role as a spirit.

the acting scene with the speed of a 
shooting star. Her fame came quick- 
ly. Stardom was bestowed upon the 
gorgeous actress so fast that stress 
from the sudden success likely trig- 
gered her latent diabetes. 

Diabetes is a disease which pre- 
vents the body from normally regu- 
lating glucose, also called sugar. 
Seven years ago, she learned that 
she was a diabetic. While taping her 
former TV series, “Living Dolls”, she 
collapsed into a diabetic coma. 

“The doctors told me that all of 


the stress I’d been under probably 
brought the diabetes out early,” she 
reflected, and added, “otherwise, it 
might not have surfaced until I was 
50 or 60.” 

But insulin dependency hasn’t 
cramped her style. With the medica- 
tion, the feisty actress has the dis- 
ease under control. She diets, exer- 
cises and meditates to avoid stress. 
As a result, Berry has gone on to 
deliver dynamic performances in the 
films Jungle Fever, Boomerang, Los- 
ing Isaiah and the hit TV miniseries 
Queen. 

Seal, the British pop star who won 
three Grammy Awards for his hit 
tune, Kiss From A Rose, has tri- 
umphed over a disfiguring disease 
with the power of his dazzling talent. 

When Seal, a native of Nigeria 
whose real name is Sealhenry Samuel, 
was 23, he contracted the disease 
lupus. In its rare form, discoid lupus 
erythematosus, the disease affects 
the skin, leaving large scars. 

The pattern of dark, butterfly- 
shaped scars across the singer-song- 
writer’s face were caused by the dis- 
ease. 

In an industry where a perform- 
er’s image can be as important as his 
talent, Seal’s songs, which are hits 
in the U.S. and abroad, transcend 
the physical, as the world acclaim for 
his Kiss From A Rose will attest. 

“People always want them to be 
tribal scars,” Seal told Entertain- 
ment Weekly. “That’s just the na- 
ture of the media and of people’s 
imaginations,” he confided. 
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Actor Danny Glover, who is ac- 
claimed for his performance in The 
Color Purple, suffered from epilepsy, 
a disorder of the brain characterized 
by sudden seizures. He also has dy- 
slexia, a reading difficulty in which 
people often confuse letters or words 
and may read or write words or sen- 
tences in the wrong order. 

The 48-year-old actor had epileptic 
seizures for nearly 12 years when sud- 
denly they stopped when he was 30. 

However, his dyslexia took a much 
greater effort to overcome. He had 
great difficulty in memorizing scripts 
because words and letters would get 
jumbled in his mind, but he refused 
to let it block his path to success as 
an actor. He says the works of Sonia 
Sanchez and Huey Newton inspired 
him to read more and overcome the 
disability. 

And Glover continues on that suc- 
cessful path with the memorable 
characters he has portrayed in the 
movies Places In The Heart, Silver- 
ado and the Lethal Weapon trilogy. 

Mahmoud Abdul-Rauf, a basket- 
ball player with the Denver Nuggets, 
recently sparked controversy when 
he refused to stand during the play- 
ing of the National Anthem (Jet, 
April 1). When Abdul-Rauf was in 
the 11th grade, he learned he had 
Tourette’s syndrome, a hereditary 
neurological disorder characterized 
by involuntary facial and vocal tics 
and compulsive behavior. 

Abdul-Rauf, who was bom Chris 
Jackson but changed his name after 
converting to Islam, said he never

worried about Tourette’s influencing 
his chances of being picked in the 
NBA. And, in 1993, after leaving af- 
ter his sophomore year at Louisiana 
State University, Abdul-Rauf signed 
a five-year contract for $2.7 million 
a season with the Denver Nuggets; 
he averages 19 points and seven as- 
sists per game. 

“I don’t look at it as a disability,” 
said Abdul-Rauf in a People maga- 
zine interview about the disorder. “I 
feel it’s a blessing and that God has 
given me this not as a weakness but 
as a strength.” 

After five years on Prozac and 
Prolixin to control the disorder, the 
6-foot- 1 point guard decided to in- 
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stead consume herbs, such as gin- 
seng and black seeds, but he doesn’t 
encourage others to do the same “be- 
cause you have to find out what works 
for you.” 

“Yes, I have Tourette’s, but am I 
going to let it get the best of me? No,” 
declared Abdul-Rauf, who says occa- 
sionally while coming down the court 
he might throw out his arm. “I am 
going to find the strength to over- 
come it... Overall, I think Tourette’s 
has benefited me more than it has 
hurt me. It has made me try to be a 
perfectionist even when sometimes I 
don’t want to be one.” 

Mahmoud Abdul-Rauf , a star guard for 
the Denver Nuggets, has Tourette’s syn- 
drome, but he says he never worried about it 
affecting his chances of being picked by the 
NBA.

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Larry Demery 
Sentenced To Life 
In Janies Jordan 
Murder Case

Larry Martin Demery, the man 
who testified against his partner in 
the James Jordan murder case, re- 
cently received the same sentence as 
his partner — life in prison. He was 
sentenced at the Robeson County 
Courthouse in Lumberton, NC. 

The jury deliberated for about two 
hours before deciding that Demery, 20, 
should not receive the death penalty, 
but he should be sentenced to life in 
prison for the murder of James Jor- 
dan, the father of basketball super- 
star Michael Jordan. 

Demery pleaded guilty to first- 
degree murder last year and testi- 
fied against his lifelong friend Daniel 
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Andre Green, 21. Green, who Demery 
said shot Jordan in his car along a 
North Carolina highway in 1993, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
earlier this year (Jet, April 1). 

Green denied shooting Jordan and 
recently said in a newspaper inter- 
view that Demery should watch his 
back in prison because he cooperated 
with officials. 

Jury foreman Franklin Chavis said 
Demery’s testimony was “admirable. 
It helped sway us toward life.” 

District Attorney Johnson Britt 
sought the death penalty for Green 
and Demery, arguing that Demery 
was as much to blame for the shoot- 
ing as Green. 

Demery’s lawyer, Hugh Rogers, 
said in his closing argument, “Larry 
Martin Demery did not shoot James 
Jordan. Period.” 

Demery told jurors that he watched 
Green shoot Jordan, and he helped 
dump the body in a South Carolina 
swamp. 

Rogers told jurors that the initial 
plan in the Jordan robbery was to 
take the luxury car, tie up the driver 
and leave him on a roadside where 
someone would find him alive. 
Demery was shocked when the man 
was killed and surprised to find 
papers identifying him as Michael 
Jordan’s father. 

Demery pleaded guilty last year 
to two other robberies and was sen- 
tenced to 40 years in prison for those 
charges. Green also is charged with 
the two robberies and was scheduled 
to be arraigned at Jet press time.

Maryland Police Squad Stops Black Drivers More: AP Study 


Black drivers are being stopped 
for drugs at least four times more 
often than Whites by a special Mary- 
land state police squad that patrols 
stretches of Interstate 95, the East 
Coast’s main north-south transpor- 
tation venue. 

The finding, the result of a com- 
puter analysis of car searches by the 
Associated Press (AP), raised ques- 
tions of whether troopers are follow- 
ing their written training procedures 
and complying with a court ruling 
that specifically bars them from us- 
ing racial profiles to determine likely 
drug couriers. 

More than 75 percent of drivers 
searched by the special drug squad 
through the first nine months of 
last year were Black. 

State police strongly denied using 
racial profiles, which in the past tar- 
geted young males of color driving 
late-model cars and carrying pagers 
or wearing gold jewelry. The Mary- 


land police maintained that Black 
motorists were searched for reasons 
other than race and that the prepon- 
derance of Blacks searched amount- 
ed to coincidence. 

Maryland state police are forbid- 
den to use racial profiles in traffic 
stops under terms of a legal settle- 
ment reached in 1994 with Robert 
Wilkins, a Black Washington, D.C., 
lawyer searched for drugs as he drove 
home from a funeral in 1992. 

The settlement also requires troop- 
ers to provide records on all 1995-97 
highway searches to the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Maryland. 

The AP analysis shows that the 
Special Traffic Interdiction Force, 
whose six officers are White, searched 
145 of the motorists it stopped along 
a 50-mile stretch of 1-95 between the 
Delaware border and the Baltimore 
County line-110 were listed as Black, 
24 as White, six as Hispanic and five 
as “other minorities.”

Rodman Rebounds From Near-Bankruptcy: Report

The magazine revealed 
that Rodman, who has led 
the league in rebounds for 
the last five seasons, was more than 
$1 million in debt because of spend- 
ing sprees and junkets to Las Vegas 
which exceeded his $2.5 million 


salary. 

Rodman had difficulty 
making a $9,000 monthly 
alimony payment, a $3,800 
overdue Ferrari payment and 
had not made a payment on a 
$500,000 house loan for five 
years. His debt totaled as 
much as $745,000. 

Rodman’s manager Dwight 
Manley said in the magazine that he 
put Rodman on a $l,000-a-week 
budget, canceled the multi-tattooed 
star’s credit cards, extended pay-

ments on his debts and had Rod- 
man attend autograph shows that 
paid him $50 a signature.
